Increase Yroop 
Unit Strength for 
Michigan Guard 


The Department of Defense,

National Guard Bureau, hag in- 
creased: the Michigan Army Na- 
tional Guard troop atd unit 
strength over. its August 10, 1967, 
proposed realignment plan, it 
was announced today by The 
Adjutant General of Michigan, 
Major .General Clarence C, 
Schnipke. ” 

The latest proposal, which was 
received today, provides an ad- 
ditional 510 men and 10 units for 
a total strength of 10,207 Army 
Guardsmen and 80 Army Guard 
units. 

According to the Defense De- 
partment’s August 10 proposal, 
the State of Michigan would have 
received a troop allotment of 9,- 
697 Army Guardsmen compris- 
ing 70 units. This would ‘have 
been a reduction from the Army 
Guard’s present troop strength 
of 9,809 men. 

Governor George Romney, 


-|Commander in Chief of the Mich- 


igan National Guard, did not ac- 
cept the August 10 propdsed cut 
back. He stated that” the pro- 
posal did not provide an ade- 
quate command structure and 
troop strength to cope with civil 
disorders of the magnitude ex- 
perienced in Detroit and Newark 
Jast summer. He also empha- 
sized that increased capability is 
necessary should there be simul-
